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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Japan on 7/1 1/02. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a 
certified copy of the Japanese application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Saito 
et al. (US 5,662,575). 

Saito et al. disclose an apparatus for manufacturing bags from a continuous film 
comprising hot plates 19; driving mechanisms 22; heat insulating plates 33; see figure 
6. The dwell periods and intervals of seals is fully adjustable by a transmission 
mechanism 39 connected to the driving mechanisms 22; see column 5, lines 15-25. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Andina (US 2,638,964). 

Andina discloses an apparatus for manufacturing bags with a pair of hot plates 
56 controlled by a transmission 1 14 and driving mechanism 110; see figures 2 and 8. A 
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spring mechanism can absorb the movement of the transmission and return the plates 
to an open position; see column 4, lines 10-17.
